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Sen. Millican Takes His Stand 


In predicating his bid for re-election on 
the extension of Atlanta’s city limits, 
State Senator Everett Millican has done 
a courageous public service. 

Atlanta’s municipal boundaries are 
choking the city’s progress, threatening 
its continued prosperity, jeopardizing its 
position as the South’s leading metropolis. 

Atlanta now has an area of less than 
30 square miles. 

This is less than Birmingham, Mem- 
phis and Louisville; less than Houston, 
Fort Worth, Dallas and San Antonio; less 
even than Jacksonville and Norfolk. ° 

Atlanta is already exceeded, in census 
listings, by Louisville, Houston and New 
Orleans. The latter, incidentally, gets 
credit for every person’ living within its 
363 square miles! And, as Mr. Millican 
points out, unless Atlanta’s limits are ex- 
tended, the 1950 census will indicate, to 
those unfamiliar with the facts, that Bir- 
mingham, Dallas and other cities pro- 
gressive enough to enlarge themselves 
have exceeded Atlanta in growth. 

The Millican proposal for extending 
Atlanta’s limits is a fair one. Certainly 


no one can charge, as* has been the case 
in previous attempts to enlarge the mu- 
nicipal boundaries, that it is an attempt 
merely to annex wealthy residential areas 
while arbitrarily drawing the line so as 
to exclude favored industrial plants. Sen. 
Millican proposes to extend the limits 
northward to the Powers’ Ferry Bridge 
all the way from the Chattahoochee River 
on the west, to the DeKalb County line 
on the east. This would add approximate- 
ly 45 square miles to the present 35 and 
insure that there would be no need of 
additional northward expansion for at 
least the next decade. 

The question of enlarging the city 
limits is the most important local issue 
with which the next General Assembly 
must deal. Whether or not one agrees 
with his stand on it, one must recognize 
and commend Sen. Millican’s frankness in 
taking such an open and forthright stand. 

We hope and trust that every candi- 
date for the House and Senate will follow 
Sen. Millican’s example and declare him- 
self, one way or another, en this most 
critical question. 


Western Germany Looks Up! 


Some idea of the harassing, almost im- 
possible task which has confronted the 
American and British efforts to rebuild 
Germany in the zones outside that of the 
non-co-operating Rusians is contained 
in the news of aday ago that a plan just 
now has been reached which will bring 
‘the French zone into the economic export- 
import agreement. 


There are other details which make 
it appear that Western Germany might 
at long-delayed last be ready to break 


out of the economic snarl which has kept’ 


that region of Germany in an almost hope- 
less situation.: These added announce- 
ments were: 

1, Starting in September the food ra- 
tion for the normal consumer in the 
United States and British zones will be 
1,845 calories a day, topping 1,800 calories 
for the first time since the end of the war. 
Bipartite officials said that barring: un- 
foreseeable events they expected the ra- 
tion would be maintained until next June 
at least. 


2. Bizonal steel concerns set a new 


postwar record last month with the pro- 
duction 475,623 tons. This is equal to an

annual rate of 5,500,000 tons. Although 
far below the 10,700,000-ton figure in the 
level-of-industry plan adopted by the 
United States and Britain last year, it is 
almost double last year’s output. 

3. Participants in a special conference 
between United States experts headed by 
Assistant Secretary of the Army Tracy 
S. Voorhees and military government 
authorities on the European Recovery 
Program reported “progress.” This is im- 
portant because until now no Marshall 
Plan money has been transferred to Ger- 
many nor has any bizonal contract been 
approved in Washington. 

Gen. Lucius B. Clay patiently has 
sought to bring about this co-ordination 
of the West. There still are many diffi- 
culties, but the economic dam has been 
cracked. The food situation is improved 
because of the fine harvest, but clothing 
and consumer goods generally remain 
short. The tri-zonal pact will make easier, 
and less expensive, the administration of 
the ERP for that region. 

This announcement will have im- 
portant effects on the Soviet thinking 
and on future decisions, including those 
now in the making.

Petition use of the Wallace campaign came home the other day 
to find that a smooth-taiking person had persuaded his wife and 
daughter to sign a petition for Wallace.

Following strictly the constitutional 
pattern, proponents of civil rights still can 
give us plenty of grief. Our reliance must be 
placed on the sense of justice of the American 
people and their political representatives. 


Fourteen years ago a speech in a Senate 
debate over civil rights ended with these words 
“Do not enact this legislation. It will awaken 
the sleeping monster that brought on the Civil 
War.” 


It was the plea not of a Southerner but of 
one completely above suspicion on race matters 
and firmly attached to the liberal tradition— 
the late great George Norris, of Nebraska. 


We of the South are quick to disavow 
a revival of issues provoking disunion (the 
occasional fears of our Northern friends 
on this score amuse us) but the Truman 
civil rights proposal goes deeply into, the 
basic assumptions and fixed ways of life 
upon which our social stability rests. We 
will have none of it. 


Please do not apply a harsh judgment upon 
us for repudiating the Truman program in its 
totality. We are not unreasonable. When we 
threaten to be unreasonable, our better na- 
tures always become assertive and then we seek 
a basis for a compromise. 


The dramatics at the Democratic Conven- 
tion this year overshadowed 
fact that every Southern member of the plat- 
form committee okayed the compromise civil 
rights plank. We do not oppose civil rights. 
We do oppose mixing civil rights with certain 
social aspirations, even legitimate ones, which 
are not subject to realization by legal penalties. 


A fact that many of our critics overlook is 
that since Reconstruction most Southern lawyers 
have been sensivtive to basic rights of Negro 
citizens and have sought, often without com- 
pensation, to ‘protect them in court actions 
against invasion of the rights of person and 
property. Much remains to be done toward 
the grand ideal of equality before the law, but 
progress is being made. Every sensible observer 
knows that Federal legislation would retard 
rather than help this development. 


What about the health of Negroes? I know 
that any suggestion related to the physical 
well-being of this race often is dismissed by 
those who are absorbed in political contro- 
versy. But my point is that progress is being 
made in attitudes, and through -better health 
practices both races are demonstrating how to 
attack a common enemy. Tremendous progress 
is being made because the intelligent leader-

ship of the South knows that the penalty for 
non-cooperation is a high mortality rate. 

What about education? In Arkansas, we 
are comparatively poor in economic resources, 
We have at all times found it difficult to main- 
tain minimum school standards for white chil- 
dren.

The pompous Revercomb is opposed by former 
Sen. Matthew Mansfield Nealy, an oratorica! left-wing hack. In 
defending Harry Hopkins in the New Deal days, Nealy described 
him as “chaste as the icicles on Diana’s brow,” a meaningless but 
pleasing phrase typical of the Nealy oratorical style. At any rate, 
Nealy’s oratory must gratify the West Virginia electorate, for he 
is considered a very good bet to win. 

Rizley, one of the Old Guard in the House, is given little chance 
against popular Gov. Robert Kerr, of Oklahoma. And Sen. Rob- 
ertson, chiefly remarkable for his long and passionate love affair 
with the Navy, is equally weak against Wyoming's Lester C. Hunt, 
according to the Republican survey.

The Republican Predicament 


WASHINGTON—There is no better illustration of the quandary of the 
Republican Party in the special session of Congress and the quandary it 
seems bound to face in the future if it wins the election. than the division 


within its ranks over housing 


legislation. For this is an index of basic dif- 


ferences in the party in its approach to social legislation of all sorts. 


While this division is generally known by 
close observers, it had been hoped to keep it out 
of sight of the public’ in this special session in 
@ campaign year. Consequently, the Republican 
Party leadership in Congress had agreed, for the 
sake of appearances, to patch up a measure that 
could be pointed to in the campaign as “a hous- 
ing bill” but which would not inelude the public 
housing provisions of the Taft-Ellender-Wagner 
measure that are such a matter of controversy 
within the party. They wanted to keep this 
ghost locked up securely in the closet and, in 
order to prevent as little mention and notice as 
possible, the plan called for swift passage to 
make a record for campaign purposes. 

Everything seemed fixed. Then, all of a 
sudden, two Senators from the New England 
wing of the party, which looks at some of to- 
day’s pressing problems a bit differently on 
occasion from the regular GOP stalwarts, kicked 
over the traces. In a heated session of the Sen- 
ate Banking Committee, Sens. Flanders, Ver- 
mont, a businessman with more modern ideas 
than some of his colleagues, and Tobey, New 
Hampshire, who is constantly a thorn in the 
flesh of the GOP regulars, joined with Demo- 
crats to substitute most of the T-E-W bill, includ- 
ing its slum clearance and public housing pro- 
visions, for the watered-down, campaign model 
version which already had passed the House. 
This House bill was chosen by party leaders as 
a vehicle because that would avoid a conflict 
with the House. Senate approval was all that 
would be necessary to get the business done and 
get this vexatious problem out of the way 
quickly. 


The two New Englanders embarrassed 
Sen. Taft, Ohio, very much. The Senator, 
as is well known, is sponsor of the T-E-W 
bill which twice has passed the Senate. But 
he had dropped his own pet project for the 
special session because House leaders had 
made it very clear they would prevent 
action just as they did in the regular session 
when they buried the T-E-W bill in the 
House rules committee, where it still reposes. 


The watered-down version which the Re- 
publican leadership had agreed upon for cam- 


paign purposes was sponsored by Rep. Walcott, | 


Republican, Michigan, Chairman of the House 
Banking Committee, and was rushed through 
the House at the tail-end of the regular session. 
Mr. Walcott has been an adamant foe of public 
housing and has fought it vigorously with the 
backing of the like-minded House leadership and 
the powerful real estate lobby, though he voted 
for the House bill in 1987 that established the 
principle of Federal aid for housing. 

There you have the Republican Party quan- 
dary exposed by the two New England Senators 
to the chagrin of the party leadership. 

Gov. Dewey, the presidential candidate and 
party leader, has kept out of this family feud 
publicly. That is undoubtedly the smartest 
course politically, even if it is not the bold sort 
of leadership that might be helpful at this time. 
But, if elected President, he must face this 
quandary if he intends to carry out the. party's 
platform and what appear to be his own views 
on social legislation.

Prune Products 


An excellent breakfast food 
and a new candy bar from dried 
prunes are two recent products 
developed by food techhologists 
of the California Experiment 
Station in studies of new uses 
for this abundant dried fruit. 


The prune breakfast cereal 
was made by fmcluding sieved 
prunes in a dough of whole 
wheat and white flour with 
bran, corn sugar, yeast or bak- 
ing powder. The mixture was 
baked in loaves, then sliced, 
dried and crushed to “grape- 
nuts” size. The cereal contains 
more than 50 percent dried 
fruit. 


A new prune candy bar was 
made first by cooking prune 
juice with fruit pectin, sugar, 
citric acid and corn sirup to 
form a jelly, and then mixing 
the jelly with twice its weight 
of chopped pitted prunes. The 
mixture can be made into bars 


or pieces for box candy. 


The California technologists 
also have worked out a simple 


candied prunes. The dried fruit 
is cooked in dilute corn and 
cane sirup, left standing awhile 
then simply drained and dried.
